In order to secure plate numbers, 
plate number positions or a specific 
stamp on a pane, the following mini- 
mum quantities of stamps must be 
ordered from the P.O.D. for each 
item desired: 

100 stamps (full sheet) each of the 
l-cent to 5-cent denominations, in- 
clusive, regular issue. 

50 stamps (full sheet) of the 4- 
cent commemorative. 

25 stamps (half sheet) of each of 
the 7-cent to 20-cent denominations, 
inclusive, regular issue. 

10 stamps of each of the 50-cent 
and $1.00 denominations, regular is- 
sue. 


The revised design, overprinted 
O.H.M.S., is now available in the 1e, 
2c, 3c and 4e denominations. The 5c 
denomination has been available 
since October, 1949.

A great deal of European history 
is involved in the background for 
the Huguenot-Walloon issue of the 
United States in 1924. Henry of Nav- 
arre, later Henry IV of France, a 
leader of the French Protestants, 
finally defeated the Catholic League 
in 1592. Strangely enough the next 
year he was received as a member of 
the Roman Church. However the 
move gave peace to his country, and 
gave freedom to the Protestant 
Huguenots. The Huguenot Church 
entered on their most prosperous 
period. Some twenty-five years later 
increasing attack from Jesuit and 
other -Catholic influences drove 
thousands of the protestants into 
exile, to the lasting gain of England, 
Holland, Prussia and America. Mean- 
while in other lands too the Protest- 
ants were suffering military set- 
backs, and in 1624 a number of Wal- 
loons from southern Belgium and the 
neighbouring province of Artois in 
France eame to America and settled 
near Fort Orange. This was com- 
memorated by U.S.A. stamps A151 
to 153. 


Having been fortunate enough to 
be in Salt Lake City, Utah for the 
Mormon Centenary in 1947, I was 
glad to inelude in this section USA 
#950 issued in honour of the Mor- 
mons, who in 1847, seeking freedom 
for their own faith, trekked west- 
ward from the Eastern States and 
settled in what is now the State of 
Utah. 

Queen Salote, whose 25th anniver- 
sary of accession to the throne of 
Tonga was honoured by a series of 
postage stamps in 1943, is known as 
the Christian Queen. A religious 
people from of old, the Tongans built 
rudimentary stone temples for their 
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gods, like the Trilithon shown on 
A20. When Wesleyan  missionaries 
from New Zealand came to the 
Friendly Islands, they soon sueceed- 


ed in converting the people to 
Christianity. But not easily. In Tah- 
iti to the East and Tonga to the 
south were the first beginnings of 
Christian faith in the South Seas. A 
start was attempted in the last years 
of the 18th century, but met with 
great opposition. After only one 
year’s effort, many of the original 18 
Missionaries who went to Tahiti fled 
to Australia, and in the same year 
three of the group who went to 
Tonga were brutally murdered. Yet 
within twenty-five years the entire 
population of Tahiti had become 
Christian in adherence, and within 
another ten years, that of Tonga. 
Henry P. Van Dusen in his book 
‘They Found the Church There’* tells 
how Christianity was introduced into 
Samoa. The “Tongans married into 
Samoan families and brought with 
them a Christian life so impressive 
and contagious that the new faith 
took root and grew. In 1828 a native 
Samoan, Saivaaia, visited Tonga, be- 
came a Christian, returned home and 
immediately started churches among 
his own people; thus the influence 
spread not only from village to vil- 
lage, but from island to island.”

FORCES DISCOVER CHRISTIAN 

MISSIONS. 
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5. CHURCHES, CATHEDRALS, 
and CHAPELS. 


One of the largest categories in 
any collection may turn out to be 
the one which includes stamps show- 
ing various churches or cathedrals. 
It is a section which will require 
much research to write it up proper- 
ly. Among the treasures is our own 
Canada #176, showing the Church 
at Grande Pre. In the year 1632 there 
settled in Nova Scotia, near the Gas- 
pereau River, a group of immigrants 
who had come from France. These 
became known as Acadians. The area 
around became known as Grand Pre, 
which means the “great meadow” 
and refers to the extensive dyked 
lands in this area. The Acadians 
prospered in this fertile fruit grow- 
ing country, but steadfastly refused 
to take the oath of allegiance to the 
British King after the Treaty of 
Utrecht in 1713 had ceded the land 
to England. The people in several 
instances played false to the British, 
presumably on orders from Quebec, 
and in 1755 these unfortunate people 
were driven on board the transports 
which conveyed them to Massu- 
chusetts, Louisiana and other places. 
The story was made famous in Long- 
fellow’s poem Evangeline. In 1922 
there was erected this beautiful mem- 
orial chapel museum, on the site, 
and an exact replica of the original 
Acadian Church of St. Charles. It 
has never been consecrated as a 
church, and is in fact used as a 
museum to house a great many gen- 
uine Acadian relics. In front of the 
chapel is a fine statute of Evange- 
line scupltured by Louis Hebert, a 
. descendant of the’ Acadians. One 
could wish that this scene as it is 
at present would be re-picured on a 
Canadian samp, with the beautiful 
surroundings, trees, and gardens de- 
veloped as they are today. 

Other beauties in my collection are 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, an en- 
during memorial to Sir Christopher 
Wren, as seen on New Zealand A95, 
the Chapel Altar N.Z. A102, and the 
very beautiful Church of Dunedin as 
pictured in the Otago set; St. Paul’s 
and St. Peter’s in Rome on Italy SP6 
and SP7, Spanish Town Cathedral on 
Jamaica A24, and the several church- 
es pictured by Cyprus A18, 23, 27, 31, 
43. 
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6. PRE-CHRISTIAN and OTHER 
FAITHS. 


There is a big field for those in- 
terested in Faiths other than the 
Christian, or for those who want to 
include Primitive religions. Belgian 
Congo has issued an attractive set of 
“idols” stamps #231-247. The 
Stamps of Greece will give many 
examples of the whole group of the 
gods of Mount Olympus: Hermes, the 
son of Zeus and Maia, messenger 
and herald of the gods, god of com- 
merce, invention and athleties, patron 
of thieves, flocks and travelers, in- 
ventor of the lyre and flute; Minerva, 
goddess of handicrafts, or goddess of 
political and military wisdom; Apol- 
lo, the god of youth, manly beauty, 
music, song and phrophecy; Iris, mes- 
senger of the gods; Jupiter or Zeus, 
the supreme god; ete. Jaipur A5 and 
others show the chariot of Surya, 
the Sun God; the stamps of Nepal 
show Siva Mahadeva, the chief god 
of the Hindu trinity of Brahma, Vis- 
hnu and Mahadeva. The gods of the 
Mayas are pictured on the stamps of 
Mexico and other lands. Moslem 
Mosques are frequently pictured; 
temples of India; the religions of 
China; the Shintoism of Japan; the 
Yin-Yang of Mongolia; and indeed 
most of the world’s faiths find some 
prominence of the stamps of various 
countries. 


7. ANTI-CHRISTIAN 


A description of a collection of 
Religion on Stamps would ‘not be 
complete without mention of a sec- 
tion entiled ANTI-CHRISTIAN 
STAMPS, or IRRELIGION ON 
STAMPS. An unusal item in my col- 
lection is blocks of four of Germany 
10 and 15 pfennig stamps type A22 
and A16. But the ones I have are 
forgeries, created by the British 
Government in the first World War 
and intended for use by secret 
agents, and for propaganda purposes. 
Here again are some stamps pictur- 
ing Hitler, and a description of some 
of the anti-Christian acts performed 
under his leadership. Some people 
called Hitler the Anti-Christ. Other 
items are Albania type A15, but 
without the overprint. Scott notes 
that these stamps were not placed in 
use without overprint or surcharge. 
These stamps were probably stolen 
during the interval disorder and the 
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invasions of Albania at the time of 
the great war. 

The Book of Revelation Chapter 6 
verse 8 reads: “And I looked, and 
beheld a pale horse; and his name 
that sat on him was Death, and Hell 
followed with him. And power was 
given unto them over the fourth part 
of the earth, to kill with the sword, 
and with hunger, and with death, 
and with the beasts of the earth.” 
This verse is aptly pictured by such 
stamps as Russia A192 to A196, 
symbolic of the horrors of modern 
warfare, and by Saar SP26 pictur- 
ing anxiety or fear, Ukrainia SPi 
Death stalking a peasant. 

Again you may want to include in 
this section some example of Russia 
A241, 242, or 243, showing the Red 
sickle and hammer,—the emblem of 
Russia, and perhaps indicative of the 
more or less official Russian Attit- 
ude toward religion and the Christian 
Faith. 

As a field to broaden one’s inter- 
est in the stamps of the world there 
is none better in my mind than Re- 
ligion on Stamps. It allows one to 
become a general collector, without 
the necessity of trying to accumulate 
the ever increasing thousands of 
stamps available. It will take you 
back into the earliest times of his- 
tory, and will enrich your life as it 
leads you into the study of the 
Chrisian Faith and the worship of 
the One True God.

Marys is looking for Mr. H. B. 
Johnson, who back in 1910 was an 
employee of the Trader’s Bank, here. 
The reason for this search is that 
Miss Smith has received a photo 
posteard addressed to Mr. Johnson 
in care of Molson’s Bank, a bank 
which has long since been amal- 
gamated with the Royal Bank of 
Canada. This posteard according 
to the postmark, was mailed at South 
Zorra, on Jan. 22, 1910. It finally 
ended up at Sault Ste. Marie because 
the name St. Marys on the postcard 
was spelled “St. Maries.” A letter 
from Postmaster W. A. Crawford of 
Sault Ste. Marie which came with 
the postcard states that this card 
was found in the old post-office in 
that town when the place was being 
dismantled and the old delivery cases 
were torn out. It had been lodged in 
a crack in the old cases for the past 
40 years. Anyone knowing the pre- 
sent address of Mr. H. B. Johnson 
can speed the delivery of this long- 
lost postal card by informing Miss 
Smith.

useful in practical life. So the stamp 
is a cultural agent of the first rank 
and also a wonderful recreation, for 
one tires of everything except learn- 
IND eee ees 

“The stamp is a sower of ideas, a 
teacher at home, the symbol of the 
activities and genius of a people, the 
mirror of the work and care of man- 
kind, the witness of the happiness 
and unhappiness of a nation. It goes 
everywhere, penetrating into the 
smallest village, to the most isolated 
hearth, spreading its spiritual mes- 
sage all over the world ..... 

“An English proverb says: ‘If you 
have troubles, wear shoes that are 
too small.’ And I say, ‘If life weighs 
on you heavily in our unhappy atomic 
age, make a stamp collection. ..... 

“I know many philatelists, and 
they are all happy people. At this 
moment I: am thinking of a smil- 
ing octogenarian who has collected 
stamps for 70 years. The whole 
secret of his happy face is in the 
pages of his album. When I look at 
him, this tireless traveller, turning 
the pages, crossing from one contin- 
ent to the other, his heart wide open 
like a lilac flower, I am sure that 
philatelists alone are wise. They have 
kept their youth intact. They com- 
municate across the frontiers, shar- 
ing the same ideas as their fellow 
philatelists. And I believe seriously 
that if all the philatelists in the world 
shook hands, peace would be ac- 
complished.

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QUITE AN IDEA 


GRAND AWARD FOR DOLL 
WITH DRESS OF STAMPS 


The unique entry which took the 
erand award at the annual Public 
Building Administration Garden and 
Hobby show was a five foot doll 


which had a dress made of various 
denominations of the current Pres- 
idental series of regular postage 
stamps. 

Polly’s owner, and the originator 
of her dress, is Mrs. Virginia Wood- 
in, 1507 N. Hancock St., Arlington, 
Va. 

Mrs. Woodin spent three months 
of her spare time, and approximately 
6000 stamps in making the garment. 
Describing Polly's dress, she gave 
the construction as follows: 

“T- first selected one of my worn 
evening gowns which I cut down to 
Polly’s size. Then I covered it with 
tissue paper, and it was on the tis- 
sue paper that the stamps were 
hinge-mounted one by one. 

“In planning the dressing of Polly, 
I used current Prexies. I started with 
the %e value (orange) and worked 
through the 3c purple. The head dress 
was made of the %c stamps. The 
diagonal rows of stamps were two 
deep. Between each row was used 
the 1%e Martha Washington 
(brown). 

“This was done to emphasize the 
importance of women on stamps.” 

“The colors of orange, brown, 
green, red and purple made a very 
attractive combination.” 

The supreme touch to the costume 
was the small purse which Polly car- 
ries. It was made of $1 and $2 stamps 
with the clasp of a $5! 

Mrs. Woodin has two hobbies in 
which she is deeply interested, and 
you can probably guess both from 
the above. They are stamp collecting 
and doll collecting. 

Her stamp interests are general. 

In her doll collection she has over 
2000 different. 

In both hobbies she is the envy of 
her many friends who marvel at her 
abundance of energy and originality. 

Mrs. Woodin is now engaged in 
making a dress for another one of 
her dolls, this time from foreign 


stamps exclusively. She is asking 
the help of collectors in the form of 
donations of large size foreign com- 
mems, airmails and special deliver- 
ies. These can be sent to her at the 
above address.

STILL A “FIRST DAY” 
Been a good bit mentioned in P.S.
